Expo to Loyola 


Loyola’s current Develop- 
ment Campaign skyrocketed 
Monday evening with the an- 
nouncement that the entire 
World’s Fair site would be 
given to Loyola following the 
1967 Exhibition, 


Commissioner-General An- 
dre Kneiwasser, in a joint 
statement with Quebec Pre- 
mier Daniel Johnson, and 
Montreal's Mayor Jean Dra- 
peau, officially granted full 
land deeds from the Cana- 
dian Corporation for the 
1967 World Exhibition to 
Loyola of Montreal. 


Early estimates indicate 
that Loye’a‘s occupancy of 
the site would commence 
with tne 1968 fall term. 
Most of the existing pavil- 
lions on both Ile Ronde and 
lle Ste-Helene would be con- 
verted for college use. 


“Without a doubt, Loyola 
will claim the world’s most 


beautiful campus,” said a 
jubilant Patrick G. Malone, 
SJ, Loyola’s President. Stirl- 
ing Dorrance, Director of De- 
velopment, commented “It’s 
happening. It really is. Pat 
said we'd make it, and we 
have. We've made it big. 
Who can honestly say there 
is no God?” 


The newly-ertcted Athletic 
Complex on the college’s pre- 
sent west-end campus would 
be dismantled and rebuilt 
adjacent to Expo's autostad. 
“Just think,” ruminated Fre- 
derick Noll, SJ, one of Loyo- 
la's financial counsellors, “of 
the revenue we will realize 
by renting out the Autostad. 
It's only unfortunate that our 
own boys will be unable to 
play there.” 


Pierre de Gaspe Beaubien, 
Expo's Director of Opera- 
lions, suggested to a NEWS 
Reporter that the United 


States Pavillion could house 
the projected Student Union. 


“Lhe Loyola kids will real- 
ly have a ball,” he said, in a 
jocular vein, referring to the 
geodistic dome on the U.S. 
pavillion. 


Arthur F. Mayne, Chair- 
man of Loyola’s Develop- 
ment program, cautioned 
that the public appeal for 
funds would continue. “Let's 
face facts,” he stated, “we 
will need at least six-and-a- 
half million to renovate the 
Expo site. In fact, maybe 
more.” In this light, a meet- 
ing of the board of directors 
was called, upping the ap- 
peal basis to ten million 
dollars. 


When asked what might 
become of the present cam- 
pus, President Malone sug- 
gested that it would probab- 
ly be donated to the commu- 
nity for use as an English- 
Catholic old age home. 


Dr. Blanar, expressed their 
displeasure at the coup. “This 
will surely set Loyola ahead at 
least four years,” one of them 
moaned. 


Administration Complains 


“Yes,” agreed another mid- 
dle-management personage, “a 
time of trouble has come upon 
Loyola. We can expect Sobotka 
and Maloney to cause us an 
awful lot of trouble. They 
want the best for the students. 
Things have been easy till 
now.”

The sub-committee of Senate, 
whose plea for student repres- 
entatives earlier this year was 
voted down by the ever-vigilant 
Lower House, has none the less 
stumbled forward as a Faculty 
Administration clique.

Malone to Regiopolis 
New president sought 


The bigger they come, the 
harder they fall. 


Patrick G. Malone is, or 
was, among the most in- 
fluential Jesuits in this coun- 
try until last weekend’s dis- 
closure that he has been 
transfered to Regiopolis High 
School in St. Johns, New- 
foundiand. 


Malone was assigned to 
St. Johns Saturday in a move 
that took even the most as- 
tute Jesuitilogists'by surprise. 


Malone has been presi- 
dent of Loyola Colloge since 
1959. 


He will teach Algebra and 
Latin on the first high level 
in his new post. 


Early speculation is that 
the transfer was a carefully 
designed move to placate 
critics who have used the 
presence of clerics at the top 
of Loyola administrative 
échelons as the basis for 
their opposition to Loyola's 
charter bid, 


A highly-placed source on 
the college’s Board of Gov- 
ernor’s says it is likely that 
the next president will be a 
layman. 


It is expected that a com- 
plete shake-down in top 
posts will follow shortly. 


Donald F. Young, Dean of 
Men, is among those being 
considered for Malone's job. 


Asked how he would tac- 
kle the many problems fac- 
ing this institution, Young 
stated that he would use the 
“same philosophy | have 
used in my present capacity. 
After all, what's good for 
the Marine Corps'is good for 
Loyola.” 


Young stated that if ap- 
pointed he would endeavour 
to “rectify the horrible state 
of discipline among the stu- 
dents”. “Under my regime,” 
he said, “students would 
wear shirt and tie to school. 
Anyone caught smoking on 
campus would be liable to 
suspension. Any _ student 
found missing more than 6% 
of his classes would be ex- 
pelled. Our students must be 
as pure as Ivory. Students 
would have to go home after 
their last class, study for at 
lease five hours and be in 
bed by 11. A nightly room 
check by telephone would 
enforce this rule.” 


"Students would be allow- 
ed to smoke a pipe on Sun- 
day, after Mass. After all, 
we must develop the real 
gentlemen.” 

Malone is scheduled to 
leave Montreal by Quebec- 
air tomorrow. “After all, he 
said, “I’m in no hurry to get 
to St. Johns, and as they say, 
when you've time to spare, 
fly Quebecair.”
